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PITTSBURG PHIL’S CAREER. 

“ ‘Pittsburg Pbil’ is worth toda; somewhere | 
iQetweeu $700,000 and $1,000,000,” said a well 
posted gossip of racing matters. “Recently he 
made the statement to a friend that since the 
Rrst year he began to play the horses he has 
sever quit a season a loser. 

“It’s a fnnny thing how George Smith came 
to play the horses. As a young man he was 
working in a cork factory in Pittsbnrg for $8 
a week. He dropped into Harry Price’s' pool- 
room and bet a dollar or two on the baseball 
combinations. One day it was raining in three 
towBS. There were no baseball games to bet 
on. ‘Phil’ heard Harry Price selling an auction 
pool and invested $2 on a horse whose name 
began with O. The horse won and ‘Phil’ 
bagged $12, the biggest winning of bis life. So 
be gave np baseball and began a remarkable 
career with the horses. In a few years he left 
Chicago with $93,000. He had never been on a 
racetrack. If there is any way to keep him 
from winning no one has ever discovered it. 

“There was a time some years ago when 
‘Phil’ told every enquirer just what horse he 
was backing. Bnt now it’s different. His rnses 
to deceive the ring are remarkable.” 

Von may remember how many races he won 
in 1896 and 1897 with Belmar, a horse that was 
less than consistent nntil he came into Smith’s 
hands. After Belmar had won several times 
the price grew short, and one day, going down 
on the race train, Joe Ullman and others were 
backing Belmar at € to 5. This price was only 
even money at the opening of the betting. Pretty 
soon along came Ed Gaines, known to be ‘ Phil’s’ 
commissioner, and seeing the price on Ullman’s 
slate sneered ont ‘even money, eh! Why that’s 
too short. I will lay 9 to 5 for $1,000’. 

“Just then Charley Dwyer, coming along,' 
took Gaines’ offer. Gaines strolled away say- 
ing with a langh, ‘He hasn’t got a chance’. 
Joe Ullman beard all this talk and jumping off 
bis bax made sncb a commotion in the betting 
ring that soon Belmar advanced to 21 to 1. 
Hera he was ponnced on by 'strangers .’ A 
veteran of the ring once said — ‘strangers did 
you say ! Every damned stranger is Pittsbnrg 
Phil.’ Balmar’s price was knocked to 4 to 5 
and he won by several lengths. 

“Once last year Tod Sloan was riding in a race 
in which Dutch Skater was beaten off. That 
night he said to Phil: ‘Dutch Skater could 
have won if I had been up.’ Sloan is full of 
egotism, bnt he is full of racing sense, too. 

“Three days later Dutch Skater was entered, 
and Phil asked me to get .my horse and bnggy 
and take him to the track by daybreak. We 
landed early and fonnd owner Jennings’ stable. 
Phil said, ‘sit down and eat breakfast with the 
boys: I’ll be back directly.’ He then went and 
told Jennings that he would give him the purse 
provided he would let Tod Sloan ride the 
Skater. Jennings gladly accepted, not consid- 
ering Dutch Skater to have a chance. That 
afternoon Dutch Skater opened at 6 to 1— he 
would have been 20 to 1 bnt for the public fancy 
for Sloan, and ‘strangers’ grabbed a lot of the 
long price. Just before post time Phil visited 
the ring and grabbed ali the 3 to 1 to bo 
had. The Skater won by ten lengths. Phil 
petulantly told the reporters that it seemed to 
him as if ho ‘couldn’t do anything without being 
advertised as winning a fortune. I managed to 
scratch ont $3,100 and am $9,000 loser on the 
day ’ 

“Vet, as wo drove home ho handed me a $500 
bill after paying all expenses. The victory «f 
Dutch Skater had netted him $39,000. How can 
such a man as he be kept from winning? Yet, 
nothing unsavory has ever been fastened to the 
name of 'Pittsburg Phil.’ You have heard of 



the story of how, when the young sport’s father I 
died, the old man’s friends wanted the boy to i 
reform and offered him the choice of a $30 a 
month night clerkship in a hotel, or a desk in a I 
railway office at $60, and how the boy said, ‘If I I 
am to support the family, maybe I had better i 
keep my $10-a-day poolroom job,’ 

“Well, ‘Pittsbnrg Phil’ had a taste of thi^, 
when, with $93,000 in his pocket he returned to 
Pittsbnrg from Chicago. He then invested in a 
home which he gave to his mother and bought 
securities sufficient to give her a comfortable 
income for life. After all this had been done ho 
walked ont on the street with $26,000. 

“He met his former employer, the owner of 
the cork factory. The man had also been Phil’s 
Sunday school teacher. ‘George,’ he said 
solemnly, ‘I am glad yon have returned. I have 
heard that you were ungodly and likely to be- 
come a gambler. Accept my pioffered aid, 
and resume your honest avocation of cutting 
corks. Your salary of $8 per week still awaits 
you.’ 

“Pittsburg Phil was non-plussed for an in- 
stant only; then pulling ont his bank roll and 
skinning off a $l,0UO note calmly replied: ‘I’m 
much obliged, sir, bnt instead. I’ll stake the 
Sunday school to a thousand dollar library,’ ” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

An effort is being made in the Pennsylvania 
legislature to legalizing racing through a bill 
offered by Senator Mnehlbronner of Allegheny. 

It provides that the act of 1895 against pool 
selling shall not apply to the selling of pools 
within the enclosures or grounds of agricultural 
societies or driving clubs incorporated by the 
courts of the counties within which such socie- 
ties or clubs are located during the progress of 
race meetings or fairs, and provide) further 
that it shall not be lawful to sell pools at any 
meeting dnring the months of November, De- 
cember, January, February, March and April, 
or for more than twenty-five days in any one 
year. Nor shall any race meeting be held for 
more than six days in any one month. Nor 
shall there be more than ten days’ racing in the 
aggregate in any one month on the grounds of 
agricultural societies or driving clubs located 
in the same connty or within ten miles of each 
other. By the measure continuous racing wonld 
be prevented, and yet the agricnltural and fair 
associations wonld be able to live. 

Reports from Washington say that about a 
hundred horses are now in quarters at the 
Bennings track and that arrangements have 
bean made for many strings which are expected 
to arrive from New Orleans and New York 
within the next ten days. 

W. P. Burch’s string of sixteen, including 
Thomas Cat, Deceptive, Decanter, Terrorist 
and General Mart Gary, are at the track and 
show that they have wintered wall. 

P. S. P. Randolph’s lot of good lookers, in- 
cluding Knight of the Garter, Nosey, Marsian 
and Tyrian are well forward in their work. 

In R. Bradley’s lot are Buney Boy and Plan- 
tain. The Gonghacres stable has ten in train- 
ing. 

Jimmy McLanghlin and his likely string of 
youngsters arrived at the track on Monday. 
McLanghlin expects to do business from the 
start with Charentus, Premier, Roysterer and 
Colonel Tenny. 

Trillion is one of the best lookers in Hayes’ 
lot of ten. John Hynes is represented by eight, 
including Brisk, Charagrace and Lambent. In 
William Jennings’ stable are Acrobat and a fine 
lot of two-year-olds. 

Topgallant is among the Sykes bunch of four, 
and McBride has Irish Purple in his string. 
Dr. Parker and others are in the stable of J. J, 



Smith, and Tim Gaynor has four, including 
South Africa. 

Half a dozen Irish jumpers are quartered at 
Bennings, and are attracting considerable at- 
tention, The track is now in good condition 
and is fairly fast.— Morning Telegraph. 

It is announced, through Secretary Fellowes, 
that the Coney Island Jockey Club has decided 
to materally increase the value of its pnrses and 
overnight sweepstakes. This is important and 
welcome news to horsemen, because the Brook- 
lyn and W’estchester Jockey Clubs will no doubt 
follow suit. It is stated that Secretary Fellowes 
said that he was able to announce that the 
average increase wonld be from $150 to $200 for 
each event. Last year the various overnight 
events at Sheepshead Bay did not average much 
more than $600 in value, bnt this year the aver- 
age will be nearly, if not quite, $800. 

The added money will not be uniform for all 
events, bnt will be graded according to the 
class of horses that run. For the cheaper class 
of selling races, the added money will not be 
more than $500, and as the class goes higher the 
amount will be increased to $750, $1,000, $1,200 
and $1,500. The general average, however, will 
will not fall below $800. 

This plan will be followed at the June meet- 
ing, and then, if the racing and attendant re- 
sults warrant, the amonnts may be increased 
even higher for the Fall meeting. There cer- 
tainly will be no reduction and the association 
hopes eventually to be able to make all its 
events worth a minimum of $1,000.

STORIES OF THE BETTING RING. 

Barney Schreiber tells some amusing experi* 
ences about California betting before he be- 
came acclimated, says a San Francisco paper. 
He went to San Francisco the Midwinter Fair 
year. There were a great many yellow souvenirs 
in circulation, and before Barney knew it he was 
filling his tin box with them. 

The best story Barney tells on himself is 
about a couple of bad dollars which were 
handed to him at the old Bay District track. 
For days and days he tried to pass them off, 
bnt they were too ugly looking to get rid of. 
Sick of having them around Barney called a 
piker to him one day, and said: “Here, take 
these two dollars and do what yon like with 
them. Bet them, throw them away, do any- 
thing yon wish ; only get them ont of my sight.” 
When the cashier was pulling the money ont 
of the cash-box after the next race he fonnd the 
very same pieces. The piker had come back, 
made a bet with Barney, paying him with the 
very same goods 'ne gave away. It was the last 
time Barney tried to dispose of the two pieces. 

(The story is true. Harry Lewis took in the 
phony dollars. Bnt Barney went to ’Frisco the 
year before that of the Mid-winter Fair.) 

In Frisco, where the $5 gold piece is so preva- 
lent, there was, and still is a rule which com- 
pels bookmakers to take bets of $2.50 at the 
regular odds. The rule nearly drove eastern 
operators insane. John O’Neill went to Frisco 
first in 1894 and booked heavily at old Bay Dis- 
trict. When he had 13 to 5, 9 to 5, 11 to 5 and 
other close odds on bis board the “natives” 
wonld come along and ask him for $2.50 each 
way on horses against which snch prices were 
quoted. O’Neill wouldn’t stand it. He used to 
quarrel with the betters and finally tell them 
to go somewhere else because be couldn’t stand 
the half dollar game. He never did, either. 
‘Tt lowers the game and gums np the sheets,” 
O’Neill used to say. And then refiectively ha 
would remark to his crew, “I’m no barbarian.” 

Another fnnny incident ont of the action of 
the ring and its people turned np at V^indsor, 
Ont., when it’s track first opened. Harry Froe- 
lich was booking there, and as soon as betting 
began on the first race, a Canuck came along 
and wanted a bat of $2 each way on a horse. In 
payment be tendered a $4 bill. Such bills aro 
among the regular paper money in Canada. 
Froelich looked the bill over, handed it back to 
the better and screamed ont : “Not me 1 I’ve been 
np against all kinds of green goods, bnt yon 
cannot bet me cigar box labels, I have a good 
notion to have yon arrested,” Later on Froe- 
lich learned about Canadian currency and wel- 
comed the cigar box labels.
